Legend has it that no hog 
‚grown on or for a priscn has 
anything but side-meat; legend 
is wrong at Glades State Pri- 
son Farm, for there is no better 
fed group of prisoners anywhere 
both as to variety and quality, 
and at “a minimum cost most 
likely unequalled in the U. S. 

The expanding program of 
Superintendent Cliff Greene has 
recently added beef to those 
items furnished to other state 
Institutions after taking care 
jof his own, and is expected to 
greatly increase the dollar value 
of his sales to other institutions, 
|. For the year ending July 1st, 
|'52 fourteen main items were 
sold to other State Institutions 
for a total of $96,400, after car- 
ing for his own prison. 

Since the last legislature ap- 
proved, the canning plant has 


| been modernized, and $75,321 


worth of canned beans, tomatoes 

ind syrup has been shipped. 
Great Northern, Navy, Kidney 

and Pinto beans have accounted 


for $9,596, and this is a crop 
R not generally grown in the 
6 Glades.

All commodities sold by the 
Glades Prison to other State In- 
stitutions are taken at a 10 per- 
cent discount under market 
price. 

With the acquisition of 2500 


crops that produce better on 
sand lands. The breeding herd 
of cattle will be there, as will 
the breeding stock of hogs. 
Chickens are already an estab- 
lished product there. 

When 2000 head of breed 
cows are on hand, it is the plan 
to bring the steers to the muck 
land for finishing for slaughter, 
Although better than 80 percent 
calf crop is now the usual under 
Mr. Greene, he expects to main- 
tainʻa 75 percent calf crop with 
the increased herd. Assuming 
half ‘of these are male, he will 
soon be in production of 750 
head of 1200 pound grade 
“good” steers for the use of 
State ‘Institutions annually, 
With a 61 percent dress-out or 
732 pounds per animal of edible 
meat, there will be produced 
better than half million pounds 
for a value of more than twice 
that of last year’s total ship- 
ments from the farm. 

It will require two years after 
the herd has been fully develop- 
ed to reach these figures,
